To United States as 
Result of Trade Pact 


OTTAWA, March 17.— Exports 
to the United States increased §6,- 
500,000 in February, the second 
month of the Canadian-Ameri- 
can trade treaty, Finanee Minis- 
ter Dunning told the House of 
Commons Monday. 

In a general defence of the agree- 
ment, the finance minister said 
Canada’s exports jumped from $15,- 
500,000 in February, 1935, to §22,- 
000,000 in February, 1936, “and that 
is the highest export figure for Feb- 
ruary since 1930.”

Legislation Drawn Up and 
Reorganization Propos- 
als Complete

OTTAWA, March 17, — The 

legislation to establish the Minis- 
try of Transport and the Ministry 
of Mines, Resources and Coloniza- 
tion has been drawn up and the 
plans for the reorganization of 
the numerous government de- 
partments involved in the change 
have been completed. 

The Ministry of Transport will 
take in railways, canals, marine 
and civil aviation. The Ministry of 
Mines, Resources, and Colonization 
will take in mines, interior, Indian 
affairs, Northwest Territories, immi- 
gration and colonization 


CONSOLIDATE HARBORS 

One of the first major changes 
to be brought about by the Minis- 
try of Transport has already been 
started, the consolidation of Can- 
ada’s national harbor system 

Seven harbors have already been 
declared national. Three others are 
to be added. To the harbors of 
Halifax, Saint John, Three Rivers, 
Sorel, Montreal, Quebec, and Van- 
couver are to be added Prescott, 
Port Colborne and Chicoutimi, 

In all these ports the federal 
government has the major financial 
interest end the ports will be oper- 
ated as federal government enter- 
prises. The other major ports of 
the Dominion will continue under 
harbor boards, the local community 
having the major investment and 
the Dominion will be represented 
as in the past by a nominee or the 
Harbor Board 


DECENTRALIZATION 


Centralization of administration 
particularly technical, will 
established but there will be de- 
centralization of the actual opera- 
tion of the harbors A National 
Harbor Board of three members, 
one of whom will be a technical 
expert, will be established, with a

Today is St. Patrick’s Day, when our Irish 
brothers will celebrate by wearing something 
green. However, on every day, dietitians will 
be praising the good habit of eating green leafy 
vegetables, 

If you are looking for a spring tonic, then 
help yourself to “greens.” In 
the green leafy vegetable you 
will find a blood builder of 
the highest order. Use the 
green leaves in the cooked 
form, but also remember to 
add some of the chopped 
green to your salad. 

When you help yourself to 
greens you are helping your- 
self to food minerals and to 
vitamins. Greens are among 
the most alkaline forming of 
all foods and those who have been over-eating 
on the acid forming foods will do well to in- 
clude a large serving of greens with the dinner 
menu tonight, and from now on. 


It does not matter whether you find your 
greens growing wild out in the fields and hill- 
sides or whether you purchase them in the 
market, but it does matter how you prepare 
them. Cooking these green leaves for too long 
a time will rob them of much of their flavor 
and will also destroy part of the mineral con- 
tent. Before you attempt to put them on the 
stove, first soak the crisp green leaves in a 
large pail of water. The soaking will have the 
desirable effect of causing grit and dirt to sink 
to the bottom of the pail. At the end of one 
hour, carefully lift the leaves from the top of 
the water, without disturbing the sediment in 
the bottom. Now you are ready to wash the 
leaves under running water, throwing away all 
spoiled or tough parts. Cook green leaves over 
a slow fire with very little water and keep the 
cover on the cooking vessel. Cook only until 
tender. When served, season with butter. 
Greens cooked in this way are wholesome, full 
of flavor, and appetizing. 

Here is a list of leaves which may be used. 
For cooking purposes: Seakale, radish tops, arti- 
choke, broccoli, dandelion, spinach, Swiss chard, 
kale, endive, beet tops, turnip tops, Romaine let- 
tuce, mustard, and Chinese mustard. For adding 
to salads: lettuce, tender spinach leaves, water- 
cress, parsley, cabbage, escarole, endive, corn 
salad, nasturtium leaves, and cabbage. 

Green leafy vegetables have been classed as 
“protective” foods. They help to balance the 
diet properly and thus protect you from illness. 
They provide a soft bulk which is of value in 
the intestinal tract and which does not prove 
irritating. At the same time, they are low in 
food value and there is not therefore any 
tendency to gain excess weight from using them 
I often suggest that those patients troubled 
with constipation, learn to include the green 
leafy vegetables in the diet in larger amounts. 
In many cases, this is all that is necessary. In- 
asmuch as constipation is often produced from 
using too many of the concentrated foods which 
provide little residue, it is a good plan to use

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Another Definition Of 
Social Credit 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


The official organ of the Social Credit Secretariat in the Lon- 
don issue of February 21st, 1936, publishes an article credited to 
Mr. J. Crate Larkin of the United States. In this article, referring 
to the United States, another, and practically altogether new defi- 
niion of Social Credit is given as follows: 


“Douglas would establish in the U. S. Treasury a National 
Credit Account in which the whole nation is credited with its 
total production of wealth and charged what it consumes. 


The surplus of production over consumption shown in this 
account, representing wealth produced but not purchasable by 
consumers, would then be monetised in the form of credit. This 
Social Credit, a monetization of Real Credit free of debt is backed 
by real wealth and issued by the treasury to maintain buying 
power on the same level with production. 


Douglas suggests that this national credit surplus be paid in 
National Dividends to consumers through a discount on all retail 
purchases, thus reducing prices by the specific amount that they 
exceed current consumer buying power. The total credit so issued 
at any time would exactly equal the difference between buying 


power and prices. 


This conception of monetizing real credit, combined with its 
application to the balancing of production and consumption, con- 
tains the real heart of the Douglas proposals. 


“By means of the price discount factually determined from 
the national credit account, Douglas would make retail prices 
reflect the facts of production and consumer buying power. The 
credit would be drawn upon only as goods are bought by con- 
sumers and would be cancelled by consumption, Through low- 
ered prices the controlled issuance of this credit would increase 
buying power without debt and inflation. 


“Government subsidies to industries of public importance are 
not unusual. The Douglas conception of utilizing real credit to 
reduce retail prices represents a logical extension of such subsi- 
dies, primarily to augment deficient consumer buying power, 
secondarily as needed life-blood to business.” 


As this explanation is printed in a periodical absolutely con- 
trolled in all matters relating to Social Credit, by Major Douglas 
himself, it must be taken to be the latest official explanation of 


the doctrine, 


The motive power driving the system along will be a decision 
by the government that as from a certain date until further notice 
each dollar in the hands of an individual will have an increased 
purchasing power; based on the difference between total wealth 


production and total buying power 


over any selected period. 


Should wealth production exceed buying power by fifty per 
cent., then an individual having a ten dollar bill would have the 
right to buy and pay in full for fifteen dollars worth of gvods 


with his ten dollar bill. 


At least this is understanfable up to the time of completion 
of the fifteen dollars worth purchased for ten dollars. What will 
happen afterwards is beyond any human comprehension. 


One billion separate purchases on this basis would run into 
ten billion dollars in money, and into fifteen billion dollars in 
value of the goods purchased with that amount of money. This 
would certainly seem to put the nation into the same class with 


the merchant who sold all his 


goods below cost but maintained 


prosperity by continually increasing his volume of trade. 
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lumber from the stump, saw and 
plane it ready for building for $8 
a thousand.

The marketing of livestock 
would be an important factor for 
the success of the movement for 
both state and small farms. It 
would be essential to have an 
abbatoir where all could get their 
livestock slaughtered and get the 
full price for their hides, and 
have a five ton truck make trips 
to Edmonton as often as required 
and get 100 per cent for their raw 
hides and wool than they can 
now. 

By having a public owned and 
operated tannery, boot and shoe 
factory and woolen mill in Ed- 
monton and the finished article at 
cost, the spread between the raw 
product and the finished article 
would stay in Alberta. A woolen 
1 in Edmonton, publicly own- 
ed, could give 14c a Ib. $1.96. This 
would make a suit, and get your 
suit at wholesale price; 7 pounds 
of green hide will make a pair of 
boots that sell for $3.00, All you 
get for the green hide is l4c. A 
public owned tannery, boot and 
shoe factory could give you 6c a 
pound for the green hide and the 
boots at wholesale price $1.00. 

Each family would pay for two 
cows at $30 each, four sheep at 
$5.00 and 10 hens and $10.00 for 
chicken feed. Two calfs skins, 
five sheep skins would furnish 
the leather for boots and shoes 
for the family, also raincoats and 
abundance of meat. The wool 
would clothe the family, the 
hens would furnish the eggs and 
young chickens to help pay the 
grocery bill. 

Remember these modern con- 
veniences would raise the value 
of each acre in the township $15, 
total $345,600. This would apply 
on the expense of the modern 
conveniences, 

The cost of setting up the state 
farm: Equipment $100,000, Wages 
$26,500. Houses for 300 small farms 
$300,000, $100 for livestock for each 
family $30,000. Total $456,500. 

One year revenue from state 
farm $74,000, Balance $382,500. 

Before the money was called 
for, approximately 75 per cent 
would be spent for labor in build- 
ing these houses because the 
province owns the lumber and 
these modern conveniences will 
increase the value of each acre in 
the township, approximately $15 
an acre $345,000, 

All the money I am asking for 
is approximately $100,000 for 
equipment and livestock and 
terms can be secured on that. I 
see by the Bulletin the province 
has budgetted for unemployed re- 
lief $1,497,666.00, If this money 
is spent the way I have pointed 
out not one person need be un- 
employed who is able and willing
